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How We Feed Our Cows for Yearly Testing 
and Keep Them Regular Breeders 


By H. E. ROBERTSON, The Robertson Farms, Penna. 


lost sight of in making of yearly records. Too 

often the health and ultimate end of cow is fér- 
gotten sometimes just to make one large yearly record. 
What is one large yearly record to get you if you have 
a dead or non-breeding cow at the end of the year? 

From past experiences and the present results that 
we are now getting, we have changed our practices very 
much. Today we are breeding most of our cows in the 
ten-months division and letting them drop a calf inside 
of fourteen months and then start in and make another 
ten-months record on.same cow. Don’t force her hard, 
but just keep her working all the time. In other words, 
like to see just what a cow will do in two or three years, 
drop a living calf every fourteen months and continue to 
keep on producing and reproducing. Sometimes we run 
them twelve months if we have some special object in 
view. 


W' THINK too often that the proper objective is 


We have learned to think a lot more of a natural non- 
forced record with a breeding cow left, rather than a 
large record and a worthless cow. We speak from ex- 
perience. We think the time is here now when the aver- 
age breeder will ask for a typey good looking bull whose 
dam has been handled in just this manner. He wants to 
feel that when he buys a bull that he can reasonably sure 
expect an increase in the production of his own herd, be- 
cause the record of this bull’s dam was made under more 
natural circumstances. The last two years we have put 
a lot of bulls into herds with high cow testing records. 
They want a typey bull with above kind of record. 

In order to make above records we handle in the fol- 
lowing manner. We like to fit cow ten or twelve weeks 
before she freshens in order to give her a good square 
deal for the year’s work. We cannot always do this 
since we are running them two or three years con-

Other Month 


By J. C. MCDOWELL, Dairy Husbandman, Bureau of Dairy Industry 


Advantages of this Method of Testing 


N districts where dairy herds are small there is a de- 
| Ea for a less expensive method of testing cows for 

production than that offered by the regular cow-test- 
ing association. The cost of testing depends almost 
entirely upon the labor involved; therefore, to cut the 
cost materially the labor must be reduced. How to do 
this without seriously affecting the accuracy of the re- 
sults is the great problem connected with the testing of 
small herds. 

For large dairy herds the regular cow-testing-associa- 
tion method, by which each cow in every herd is tested 
one day each month by an impartial tester, has proved to 
be highly satisfactory in every way. Therefore one 
should hesitate to recommend a short-cut method except 
for those districts where the herds are too small even to 
warrant the moderate cost of the work of the regular 
association. If the results of a short-cut method are to 
compare favorably with those of the regular cow-testing 
association, the method must be reasonably accurate; 
and the work must be done by a tester who, like the cow- 
testing-association tester, has no personal interest in the 
results. 

Testing one day every two months is a_ short-cut 
method that has proved successful. In all respects except 
the less frequent visits of the tester this method is ex- 
actly the same as that of the regular association. 


Comparison With Actual Production Figures 

In order to determine the accuracy of testing every 
other month the results obtained by that method were 
compared with actual production figures. The figures 
used in this study were obtained from the Minnesota Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station and include yearly records 
of 70 cows. These records showed the production of milk 
and butterfat for each milking throughout the entire year. 

In making this study the testing day was centered; 
that is, it was placed at the middle of a two-months’ test- 
ing period. The feed, production, and income figures 
obtained for the testing day were used as the daily aver- 
age for the period. The record for the entire period was 
obtained by multiplying the record for the testing day by 
the number of days in the period. For example, if a cow 
freshens so that her milk is usable 10 days before the 
testing day begins and if the testing period, including the 
testing day, extends forward 31 days, the entire testing 
period is 41 days. The Production record of the testing 
day is multiplied by 41 and the result considered as the 
production figure for that testing period. The computa- 
tions for the end of the lactation period are similar to 
those for the beginning. Feed records for a two-months’ 
period are obtained in the same way as the production 
records. 

When the 70 yearly individual cow records of butter- 
fat production were figured on the basis of a one-day 
test every two months, the average variation from actual 
production was 3.8 per cent. In 24 cases out of 70 the 
error was 5 per cent or more, but the greatest error 
for any one record was only 12.5 per cent. Applying 
these percentages to the records of cows of average pro- 
duction, which is about 4,500 pounds of milk and 175 
pounds of butterfat a year, the average error in computing 
butterfat due to testing only once in two months is 
3.8 per cent of 175 pounds, or 6.65 pounds; the 5 per 
cent error amounts to 8.75 pounds; and the geatest error 
for any one record among 70 is 12.5 per cent of 175 
pounds, or a little less than 22 pounds. 

For cows with a production of about 7,000 poznds of 
milk and 289 pounds of butterfat a year, which is the 
average production of cow-testing-association cows, the 
average error in computing butterfat due to testing only 
once in two months is 3.8 per cent of 280 pounds, or 10.64 
pounds; the 5 per cent error amounts to 14 pounds; and 
the greatest error for any one record among the 70 is 
12.5 per cent of 280 pounds, or 35 pounds. 


Comparison With Regular Cow-Testing Association 
Method 

When the 70 yearly individual cow records were fig- 
ured on the basis of a one-day test each month, ag jg 
done in the regular cow-testing-association method, the 
average variation from actual production was 2.91 per 
cent as compared with 3.8 per cent for every-other-month 
testing. The difference in average error between the 
two methods of testing is approximately 0.9 per cent, or 
only 2.5 pounds of butterfat per year for the average 
cow-testing-association cow. In the regular cow-testing 
association method the error was 5 per cent or more 
16 times out of 70, as compared with 24 times out of 70 
in the short-cut method. The greatest error for the cow- 
testing association method was 8.3 per cent as compared 
with 12.5 per cent for the short-cut method. The differ. 
ence in greatest error between the two methods is only 
4.2 per cent, or 11.76 pounds of butterfat per year for 
the average cow-testing-association cow. Testing one 
day in two months is’ not so accurate as testing one day 
each month, but there is not a great deal of difference 
between the two methods. 

Comparison With Dairymen’s Estimates 

In testing every other month the average variation 
of 3.8 per cent from actual production of butterfat is 
not a great error and for all practical purposes may be 
disregarded. Even the variation of 12.5 per cent, which 
was the greatest error among the 70 computed records, 
is much less than that from dairymen’s estimates, as 
shown in the following paragraph. 

Before they joined a cow-testing association a number 
of farmers estimated the average yearly butterfat pro- 
duction of their dairy cows. Altogether 48 estimated rec- 
ords were made. At the end of the testing year a dif- 
ference of 1 to 63 per cent was found between the esti- 
mated record of each cow and her cow-testing-association 
record. The average difference was 28 per cent. In 
testing once every two months the greatest error was 
only one-fifth as much as the greatest error of the esti- 
mates, and the average error was only one-seventh as 
much as the average error of the estimates. Evidently 
testing the cows for production every other month is a 
much better method than guessing. 

Will The Method Of Testing Every Other Month 

Prove Successful ? 

Theoretically it would seem that the method of testing 
one day in two months should prove successful. The 
question is: Will it prove successful in actual practice? 
That question has been partially answered in the affirm- 
ative. Two associations testing every other month have 
been in operation for three or four years in Minnesota, 
and they are reported as being successful. There are 
about 50 herds in each association. This makes the 
cost per member only about half what it would be in 
a regular association. A large percentage of the herds 
in these two associations consist of only 4 to 10 cows 
each. The short-cut method has made it possible to test 
these herds at a reasonable cost and has enabled the 
owners to learn with a fair degree of accuracy the pro- 
duction records of their cows. 

In order to obtain first-hand information regarding 
some of the problems connected with this short-cut method 
of testing, the Bureau of Dairy Industry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture tried this method in 
a district in Virginia in 1925-26. In that trial the method 
proved to be quite a success. The tester visited each 
farm six times a year and kept the herd books in exactly 
the same way in which they are kept in the associations 
where the tester visits each farm 12 times a year. 

Therefore, judging from the comparison of the short- 
cut method with the regular cow-testing-association method 
and from the results obtained in Minnesota and Virginia, 
it is believed that the method of testing every other month 
is worthy of further trial. It is not expected that this 
method will take the place of the regular cow-testing 
association method but that it may find its own place 
in those districts where the dairy herds are small.

A Colorado section that has acquired a real taste for 
dairying is the San Luis Valley. A Dairy Association has 
been formed over there and has been working for four 
years on a five year plan of dairy development. M. C. 
Grandy, who purchased many carloads of grade cows for 
this market, is authority for the statement that there are 
now 8,000 head of milking cows in the Valley. Mr. Grandy 
has developed the desire for pure bred bulls and has 
worked up considerable calf club endeavor along with 
the dairy development. It is one of the real dairy centers 
now in this section of the west. 

Holsteins have been bred in Colorado by the Sinton 
family of Colorado Springs for over thirty-five years, the 
father of George Sinton, present Holstein breeder of that 
name, being one of the state’s pioneers in the industry. 
The prefix Pike’s Peak is reserved for the Sintons and 
the family conducts the chief dairy distributing business 
for the Springs. George Sinton has been active in Hol- 
stein matters and C. T. A. work in his section for the 
period of his activity in the industry and is generally 
considered one of MHolsteindom’s leading lights in 
Colorado. He was for a time manager of Spencer Pen- 
rose’s. Turkey Creek Farm and in his own herd operations 
was closely associated with the Penrose lines of breeding. 

Mr. Sinton’s present herd sire is one he bought ori- 
ginally for Mr. Penrose and which he purchased in the 
Penrose dispersal. The sire is a son of Matador Violet 
Idaho owned by the University of Nebraska and bred by 
Carnation Farms. He was sired by King Segis Matador 
Walker and out of the famous Idaho show cow producer 
and reproducer, Idaho Violet Posch Ormsby with 32

pounds and 1,259 pounds of butter. The dam of the 
Sinton bull is a 1,000-pound three-year-old daughter of 
King Piebe Pontiac Segis that is again making over 1,000 
pounds in the Nebraska herd. 

The sire that is credited with a great influence for 
good not only in the Sinton herd however but in many 
of the smaller herds around Colorado Springs, is a son 
of Duke Pietertje Korndyke Ormsby, out of a Changling 
cow owned at one time by Mr. Penrose. This bull con- 
tributed some of the best udders to the Sinton and other 
herds in the vicinity that any bull has handed down. 

Mr. Sinton has been a great believer in C. T. A. work 
and his herd led the entire state last year with the re- 
markable average of 564 pounds of butter and 15,706 
pounds of milk. The herd numbered 21 head. Semi-offi- 


cial and short-time records have been made including as 
high as 900 pounds for a two-year-old. 
- * * 


Another good Colorado Springs herd is that main- 
tained for the School for the Deaf and the Blind by the 
state. Charles Manners, present herdsman, showed us 
through a herd of fifty head and of the milking animals 
not one poor udder was found. Here was used a son of 
the Sinton bull, out of Western Dirkje Ascalon. The cow 
had no large record but the type offspring from the bull 
were so satisfactory that he was retained despite the lack 
of a record on the dam.

We may put down On the list of show bulls that are 
breeding type into their offspring two more, winners in 
big time shows, and now stable matesin one of Colorado’s 
great Holstein herds. Corwin Wimple De Kol Ormsby 
and King Pontiac Parthenia Champion in service at the 
Modern Woodmen of America herd near Colorado Springs, 
are the two. The former has daughters just coming into 
production, five having freshened as junior 2-yr.-olds at this 
establishment. One that has completed her 305-day rec- 
ord made over 650 of butter. Another was completing 
during a visit of a World representative, 25.16 of butter 
from 498.1 of milk. Others had done nearly as well in 
short-time work and were hitting the ball for ten months. 
But the most pleasing part of it all was a very acceptable 
uniformity of type, particularly the well attached level 
udders and strong constitutions. The other buli, King 
Pontiac Parthenia Champion, former junior champion at 
the National, is doing fully as well, both in type and pro- 
duction. He is the senior sire and daughters of his are 
being bred to the Corwin bull. A three-year-old daugh- 
ter of his was making 27 pounds at the time of our visit. 
A son of this cow by Corwin is being retained as next 
sire, because the three-year-old dam and her dam, a 
twelve-year-old show cow are such good animals. The 
show cow by the way made over 36 pounds and 1,058 for 
the year. She has also four daughters giving a good 
account of themselves in the herd.

Nels Anderson, herd manager, has put two cows into 
the 1,000-pound class in the three years he has been at 
Woodmen. But the greatest achievement to be credited 
to Anderson’s cow knowledge and ability is the fact that 
forty cows with semi-official records have an average pro- 
duction of 20,320.0 of milk and 773.3 pounds butter. 
Eighteen cows with full year records averaged 22,756.3 
pounds of milk and 845.9 pounds of butter. Nine were 
under full age. 

Twenty-two cows with ten-months records averaged 
18,326.5 pounds of milk and 713.93 pounds of butter. The 
entire milking herd of 57 cows in 1926 produced an aver- 
age 11,594.0 of milk and 474.20 of butter. Not the highest 
herd average in the world but very good indeed. The 
average of the semi-official records is worthy of study. 

The Sanatorium has over 1,900 acres of land nestling 
under the lee of Cedar mountain in the shadow of majes- 
tic Pike’s Peak. It has a modern fully equipped plant for 
the care of tuberculosis patients belonging to the order 
where medical attention and pure food and Colorado sun- 
shine and bracing air is given them without one cent of 
expense to the patient. Two hundred fifty may be 
accommodated and the full facilities of the institution are 
taxed at all times. Superintendent J. E. Swanger was out 
of town at the time of our visit but we were shown about 
by Asst. Supt. W. E. Kelso, who is also president of the 
Colorado Holstein Association. Colorado men are very 
proud of the sanatorium and herd and justly so, for it is 
one of Colorado’s finest Holstein establishments. 

Since the institution herd comprises over 185 head, 
other bulls are being used. Varsity Piebe LavVictor, bred 
by the University of Nebraska, out of King Piebe Pontiac 
Segis and out of a cow with three records averaging over

Reducing the Cost of Testing 


HERE is much discussion these days about methods 
of reducing the cost of testing for production. The 

Herd Test just adopted by our Association is an 
important step in this direction and will provide an eeo. 
nomical method by which breeders can get a reasonably 
satisfactory record of production on every member of 
their herd at a very moderate cost. The comment of 
breeders regarding the Herd Test as adopted seems to be 
mainly favorable and this new testing division holds prom- 
ise of giving a material- stimulus to Advanced Registry 
work all along the line. 

This will be a very desirable condition if it materializes 
because one of the things we need in the Holstein indus- 
try is more testing for production. We need it not only 
as a means of weeding out the low producers and check- 
ing up on our sires that are doing good work, both of 
which are expected to be important results from the use 
of the Herd Test, but we also need more testing to dis- 
cover the good producers and make better use of them 
in breeding for improvement. Public sale figures show 
that on the average prices paid for females with yearly 
records and for the offspring of cows with such records 
are enough higher to pay the owner well for his time, 
effort and expense incurred. 

There is no doubt but that the cost of making records, 
taken in connection with general conditions in the indus- 
try, has been the most important factor in cutting down 
the amount of testing carried on. Any way that will pro- 
vide the service with reduced cost is worthy of consid- 
eration. In this issue, we present the results of studies 
made by the Bureau of Dairying to compare the results 
of testing every other month through the year with rec- 
ords made on the basis of monthly tests. Similar studies 
have been made by a number of the state colleges and 
by Mr. Norton and others in our breed, all of which show 
that as an average proposition the records computed from 
six bi-monthly periods check very closely with those made 
in the regular way, the variations in the large number of 
records studied being less than 3 or 4% and a very small 
percentage showing a variation as high as 5%. 

A change in the system official testing to cut the 
number of supervisory periods in half would result in 
cutting the cost of supervision to the breeder right in half 
and would also reduce the cost to the breed association 
through the smaller number of figures to handle and com- 
putations to make. 

The one thing that must be avoided in all of these 
efforts to reduce the cost of record-making is to reduce 
the official supervisi-n to a point where the public might 
not have full confidence in the accuracy of the results. 
The value of records depends upon public confidence and 
any saving in cost of supervision that would lessen the 
respect in which the public holds these records would be 
a case of being “penny wise and pound foolish.” 

However, we believe it will be possible to make some 
reduction in the cost of record making without lessening 
the reliability of the records and without disturbing the 
confidence of the public in them. Such changes, however, 
ought to be considered by a joint committee representing 
the leading dairy breeds and they should be put into effect 
in all breeds at the same time as a matter of efficiency 
in supervision by the state authorities and also as a 
means of maintaining public confidence and approval in 
any changes made because such changes agreed upon by 
all of the breed associations would be accepted more read- 
ily by the general public than if it were a proposition 
advanced by any one breed alone. 

We know that all of the breed associations are at work 
on this problem. The Guernsey people took an advanced 
step in reducing the supervising periods to one day each 
month in all of their Advanced Registry work. The Amer- 
ican Jersey Cattle Club has been urging various moves 
of this nature for joint action by all of the breeds for a 
number of years past, while the Ayrshire breeders met 
their problem by pioneering the way in a herd test of 
their own which has now been in operation for about two 
years with pleasing results. 


We would suggest that our Board of Directors appoint 
a committee to study this subject further and with in- 
structions to invite representatives of the other dairy 



















preed associations to sit with them in conference in the 
hope of agreeing upon some sound recommendation that 
would be acceptable to all breeds. We hope that an early 
start along this line can be made because at best it would 
require considerable time for such a joint committee to 
work out the problem in a way that would be acceptable 
to all concerned.

Frank Price Writes from Seattle 


Another Interesting Travel Letter from the Business Manager of the World 


Dear Maurice: 

Sorry I didn’t get around to write you after the show 
at Portland but between going to Jake Luscher’s to look 
over his Holstein herd and other activities of like nature 
have been pretty busy. Then too a friend of mine met 
with a terrible accident while at Portland and I had to 
tend to him and nurse him back to health. He was pois- 
oned by a bell boy. Honestly, this is a terrible country 
to live in but those who are out here seem to think it 
is all right so why should we complain who have only 
to visit this place once every three years. It was such 
nice weather the first two days I was in Portland that | 
was tempted to wire you to find out if I hadn’t started 
in the wrong direction and landed in Portland, Maine. 
But I soon found out that it was the right Portland. Up 
here in Washington they have got at least part of the 
State’s name right. Right now it is a wash-out. 


But you probably don’t want a lot of weather reports 
so will get down to business. 

The Portland show was about the best Holstein show 
we have had this year. Carnation with the addition of 
a few bang-up good ones from the farm presented an 
even stronger line up than they did down at Memphis 
and with Forum pushing them and the Californians and 
with the usual good exhibits from the surrounding states, 
it made, taken as a whole, a very fine show. I didn’t 
see the Waterloo show this year but the Portland show 
was better than the National and Eastern States and any 
of the big midwest state fairs this year. 

In the report which I mailed you, you probably read 
what was said about the superiority of the younger classes 
and the nftediocrity of the rings of aged cows and bulls. 


I have been reading your report on the National and it 
bears out my contention. We are surely getting good 
rings of young stuff but where are the good old rings of 
aged cows? I think the criticism applies mainly to female 
classes but it certainly applies with force in that direc- 
tion. What is the answer, Maurice? Are we picking the 
wrong type in young females, 2 type that does not “grow 
up”? Is the overfitting that a showman must practice 
to get the eye of the judge spoiling our good young things? 
Is it a type that will not grow into strong producing 
aged animals? I wish somebody like yourself might 
study this matter carefully and report at some time while 
the show season is still reasonably fresh in our minds 
just what you find. How many of our good young things 
of the past few years have “grown up”? And if not, 
why? And by the way, if you find in your travels and 
ruminations any considerable number of real good show 
cows that are not being shown just take their names 
and addresses for I know a whole lot of good showmen 
who are anxious to get in touch with said cows. 

I think that if you will give the above assignment 
your earnest attention you won’t be worrying for the 
next few weeks about any travel letters from me and 
I'll find time to enjoy myself instead of having to worry 
a lot of ten dollar words out of this ink piano. 

Conditions in the Northwest are on a par with what 
we have found elsewhere. A _ shortage of good ones. 
Grades high in price and going higher. Good demands for 
milk and products. The Northwest however is extremely 
modest as far as its Holstein achievement is concerned. 
This western slope with only five per cent of the pure- 
breds has about one half of the National Championships 
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for production. It has produced fully one fourth of the 
All-Americans and the list of famous animals that this 
country has developed reads like a page from the bovine 
Who’s Who. But outside of one big concern breeders 
modestly refrain from even a little toot of celebration 
along advertising lines. True, many are not testing for 
production right now and distance looks like a bar to 
the more active markets but if such blood lines as these 
good breeders have here are not properly appfeciated at 
home they should be able to find more national markets 
as an outlet for their better ones. More work should be 
done, too, to get the ordinary dairyman to appreciate 
good blood lines as a means of impsoving production. 
When we hear of instance after instance where scrub 
bulls are being used in herds—even occasionally in pure- 
bred herds—it simply means that the basic industry— 
dairying—needs more education. 

Well, Maurice, have decided that an ocean voyage will 
do me a world of good so am leaving this afternoon via 
the Pacific Ocean for San Francisco. The good ship Dor- 
othy Alexander has steam up and the captain is waiting 
on the bridge to welcome us aboard. The fishes out in 
the ocean too are anticipating the voyage for I under- 
stand that it is customary for landlubbers like your cor- 
respondent to feed them liberally. Harold Stimson and 
Tom Owens strongly advised me not to try the ocean 
trip and Harold suggested going by airplane to ’Frisco. 
But I hate to disappoint the fish so reckon that I will 
stick to original plans and “cast my bread upon the 
waters”. Will advise you trom Oakland how well I stood 
the trip.

How We Feed Our Cows for Yearly Testing 
and Keep Them Regular Breeders

tinuously. In some cases we can scarcely get them dry 
for the next lactation period. We prefer a cow in fine 
condition to start her year. We like her to be well built 
up and full of pep and reserve flesh to start with. We 
find from experience that a cow will invariably test higher 
the year that she is well fitted. It is often stated you 
cannot increase the butterfat in a cow’s milk with feed. 
We know from experience that an entire herd will test 
higher when in fine condition than when thin. A few 
years ago we fed our entire herd a 24% protein along 
with good alfalfa; the result was they milked exceedingly 
heavy for several months and lost in flesh ali the time. 
Finally milk dropped to lowest test since we have been 
in business. Today we never use a feed exceeding 20 
or 21%. 

After cow is dry, we start her on 8 or 10 lbs. per day 
and gradually increase it to 20. With a very strong 
vigorous cow we have given slightly more, but are taking 
a chance. 


Our fitting ration is composed of oil meal, ground oats, 
bran and ground corn or hominy feed with beet pulp, 
molasses and plenty of mineral or lime. 


About two weeks before freshening we taper off to 
about one-half ration and practically no silage. At this 
time we feed no grain except bran, oil meal and ground 
oats. Want cow in good laxative condition so as to calve 
easily. Proper feeding and handling before calving re- 
moves a great many calving troubles. Also see that cow 
has lots of exercise right up to calving day. After calving, 
as before, we feed very lightly until cow gets over this 
hard ordeal and becomes quite normal again. Also very 
careful that she retains no afterbirth. If she does we 
immediately begin to treat her, so as to get it from her 
in a practical easy way and then not have her drop off 
in milk flow or have after troubles in getting cow to 
breed. To know how to do this is one of the most im- 
portant things in the game today. To prevent milk 
fever, never take out much milk the first 48 hours; then 
gradually remove. This looks a little inhuman some- 
times in case of very heavy producers, but to date have 
only had three cases of milk fever. 


A week after freshening we start feeding a regular 
20% test ration and some beet pulp, molasses. This 
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ration consists of ground oats, Buffalo gluten, bran, oj} 
meal, cottonseed meal and distiller’s grains, when we can 
get them, 2% calcium carbonate or mineral and 1% galt. 
This ration is varied at different times to keep the cow’s 
appetite keen. Also varied somewhat during different 
seasons of the year. On extremely hot days, we cut oyp 
ration almost in two and then the cow comes right back 
and does not lose any in production by getting off feegq. 
After we get a cow well started we give her as much 
grain as she can consume easily but gradually cut it down 
toward the end of her lactation period. With proper 
management, feeding and right breeding our cows are pro. 
ducing nearly as much at the end of the year as during 
the first part. This is one of the main objects we are 
trying to breed for in our yearly work. We have no 
respect for a cow that sets the world on fire the first part 
of the year and then quits the latter part of her lactation 
period. That is why we very seldom make any seven-day 
records as we don’t believe in them. 

It is a very interesting and fascinating study to watch 
different cows on test when they are handled naturally 
and not unduly forced at beginning of lactation period. 
They start in good condition and then for first four or five 
months milk off considerable flesh even thought we have 
put on a hard flesh before they freshen. The same igs 
quite often true of butterfat content of milk. At first 
tests high, then drops slightly lower and then finished the 
year much higher. That is a natural course of events if 
you don’t shoot your cow to pieces the first part of the 
year by forcing her with high protein. It is almost un- 
believable how much milk a cow can produce and yet in- 
crease in weight. 

The last two or three years we have changed our 
policy entirely from that at the beginning of our breeding 
and testing operation. We don’t want any more strictly 
forced records and any more non-breeding cows on our 
hands. 

One more very important source of trouble in running 
test cows we have been able to overcome. In making 
yearly records we all have to hold these cows over sev- 
eral natural breeding periods in order to make our ten or 
twelve-months records. The result is after holding these 
cows over several periods that they won’t come in heat 
when we want to breed them. We now give them a 
course of treatments a month before we want to breed 
them and now very seldom fail to get them bred at the 
proper time. 

This sterility work is almost invaluable to a small or 
large breeder. 


In handling our cows as above described, all our test 
cow milk is used for baby milk. If for any reason we get 
short of milk we just put more cows on test to get the 
extra milk rather than buy more cows to feed. In other 
words, keep less cows and draw upon our own herd re- 
sources rather than add to our numbers. In this way we 
are able to say, that every cow in our herd but one has a 
yearly record and not a single non-breeder on the farm. 


In conclusion would say, use good blood, give the cow 
and unborn calf a chance to make good by proper feed- 
ing before calving. Have her in a good, laxative condi- 
tion to calve, give her lots of exercise. Be sure she cleans 
properly, and if not get busy. Delay at this point is 
dangerous. Go easy’ with feed after freshening and so 
have the cow producing nearly as much at end of year 
as at beginning. Keep her working all the time all the 
year and you will be both surprised and interested to see 
how much the great Holstein cow will produce and not 
hurt her and also present you with a good calf besides.

The Shady Lane Farm 


One of the coming Holstein establish- 
ments in Ohio is Shady Lane Farm, 
located just outside of Columbus, 
Ohio. The owner, Mr. F. A. Miller, is 
prominent in a number of industrial 
enterprises in Columbus, but takes 
special pride and interest in the devel- 
opment of his farming and breeding 
operations. Shady Lane Farms com- 
prise three thousand acres and the 
farm enterprises include in addition 
to the dairy department, the breeding 
of Toggerburg goats, pure bred swine, 
greenhouse and nursery products, etc. 
The dairy business, of course, is the 
main activity of the farm and the 
product is retailed in Columbus by 
the Shady Lane Farms Company. This 
company, which is also owned by Mr. 
Miller, is one of the large distrib- 
utors of Columbus, having ten wagons 
and a constantly increasing demand 
for its quality products. Grade A raw 
milk is the largest item produced, 
which retails at thirteen cents, and a 
special Holstein baby milk, which is 
becoming very popular in Columbus 
and sells at fifteen cents a quart. The 
Grade A milk is mixed Holstein and 
Guernsey and shows a test of around 
4%. They are planning to produce 
an lIodized milk that will be put on 
the market this fall. At Shady Lane 
Farms, they are milking about 225 
cows, while the entire herd numbers 
about 475, including the heifers. Of 
these at present, sixty are pure bred 
Holsteins, twenty pure bred Guern- 


seys, and the balance about equally 
divided among the grades of these 
two breeds. They have adopted a 
policy of raising tne heifers from 
their best cows for replacement and 
eventually will have the entire herd 
composed of pure breds of the two 
breeds. J. E. Allensworth, an Ohio 
State man formerly in charge of the 
Dayton State Hospital herd, is now 
manager of the farm and dairy, and 
the shift to pure breds has come 
largely during the past year since he 
has been in charge. The leading sire 
for the Holstein section 1s King Segis 
Pontiac Count Homestead 3d, a bull 
of Arden Farms breeding out of Vee- 
man Grace Piebe, 2 1,000-lb. cow and 
one of the most famous daughters of 
Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King. 
The sire, King Segis Pontiac Count 
Homestead, was by King Segis Pon- 
tiac Count and from a 30-lb. daughter 
of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King 
and Jewel Pontiac Segis, famous 1,100- 
lb. and record breaking daughter of 
King Segis Pontiac Count. Great re- 
sults are expected from the intensifi- 
cation of the blood of these two fam- 
ous sires. They are also using a son 
of King Beauty Pietertje De Kol, 
whose dam was a 1,290-lb. four-year- 
old, and from an 800-lb. dam of Ona 
breeding. They are making a string 
of very creditable records in Class 
B this year and plan to carry on a 
continuous program. Eleven Holsteins 
are now on semi-official test and they 


eee, 


are milking twenty head three times 
a day as a commercial proposition, 
This program will be largely expand. 
ed this coming fall. Mr. Allensworth 
believes in keeping the herd in just 
as natural a condition as_ possible, 
a program that is made practical here 
by the large amount of excellent 
pasture available. They are discon. 
tinuing the goat and swine depart- 
ments and expect to increase the size 
of the herd of dairy cattle as the 
demand for their product exceeds the 
supply. The further development of 
this breeding institution will be watch- 
ed with interest.

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Riverside Boosters 4-H Club of 


Cheyenne County, Kansas 


HIS club was organized in Sep- 
é ¥ tember 1923 and six of the mem- 

bers signed up for the dairy calf 
club project. The calves were pure 
bred Holsteins six to nine months 
old and were purchased by the county 
agent, E. Bruce Brunson in Wiscon- 
sin in February 1924. The cost of 
the calves was $74.48 which included 
reight, registration, tuberculin test- 
ing, etc. In addition to this cost, each 
member paid an insurance fee which 
is on deposit in a local bank and will 
be returned in full to the members 
in February 1927 if there are no 
losses between now and then. The 
success of this club has been very 
decided. There have been _ several 
tours held by the club. Most of the 
members have used alfalfa and oil 
meal in their rations in spite of the 
fact that both of these feeds are not 
at all common in this part of the 
country. 


One good feature of the purchase 
of these calves in Wisconsin was the 
fact that the local leader of the club, 
Mr. E. S. Carman, purchased an ex- 
cellent pure bred, registered Holstein 
male. This animal is in the com- 
munity in which all of these calves 
are located and is now the sire of 
some excellent calves in that com- 
munity. 

The individual club members have 
interesting results to show from 
their three years in this club. Ray: 
mond Edmonds with his calf the first 
year won the County Club Champion- 
ship and thereby earned a trip to the 
annual club round-up held at the 
State Agriculture College. He was 
also on a judging team that went to 
Hays, Kansas, and he was also 


awarded a pure bred Holstein heifer 
calf as an 


additional prize for his 


first year’s club work. The original 
heifer with which he started in club 
work when fresh presented him with 
a nice heifer calf. So Raymond now 
has three pure bred Holstein females 
which are making for him a founda- 
tion for a good dairy herd. 

Vera Stiller in her Dairy Calf Club 
work earned two trips to the round- 
up held at the college at Man- 
hattan. She also was on a judging 
team that went to Hays. Vera is now 
president of the club. Her calf pre- 


sented her with a bull calf (which 
was sold for $50.00) and is due to 
freshen again within a few weeks. 


Vera is hoping for a heifer this time. 
During the first lactation period her 
heifer gave 12,380 pounds of milk 
with over 400 pounds of butterfat. 
Her record book shows a net profit of 
$95.00. 

Dean Stiller, a brother of Vera has 
a record that shows that his calf 
gave over 11,000 pounds of milk with 
nearly 400 pounds of butterfat with a 


net profit of $87.00. Dean’s heifer 
gave a bull calf the first time she 
was fresh. This calf was sold for 


$55.00 and it took for its new owner 
a grand championship at the two- 
county fair at McDonald this fall. 
The second time the heifer freshened 
(which was two weeks ago) she pre- 
sented Dean with a heifer calf which 
of course Dean will raise. 

Melvin Carman has a heifer which 
in ten months has given over 9,000 
pounds of milk and is still milking 
good. Melvin was president of his 
club last year and went to Hays as a 
member of a judging team. Melvin 
is now in High School and he prob- 
ably has found his club work very 
valuable in carrying on his work in 
Vocational Agriculture.

Fred Carman, brother of Melvin’s 
has a record on his heifer of 8,454 
pounds of milk and 262 pounds of 
butterfat and just the other day was 
presented with another fine heifer 
calf. Fred last year earned a trip to 
the annual round-up at the college, 
He went to Hays one year as qa 
member of a judging team and was 
vice-president of his club one year. 

Lynn Kanel has an excellent heifer. 
But he was unfortunate in that she 
did not freshen until about a month 
ago and when she did, her calf did 
not live. She is now giving from 
three to four gallons of milk a day. 

Looking back over the past three 
years, we can see that this club has 
had a marked influence on the dairy- 
ing in Riverside community. In the 
first place each one of the club 
members still has his or her calf and 
the interest has kept up in a fine 
way. Where there were six young 
heifer calves a little less than three 
years ago there are now twelve. 

In the second place several farm- 
ers in this community not in the club 
have been influenced in the direction 
of more and better dairying. The 
leader of the club, E. S. Carman, at 
the time the club members pur- 
chased their calves, also purchased 
six females and now has three addi- 
tional heifers and he secured the 
assistance of the Extension Architect 
in remodeling his barn so that he 
may house his increasing dairy herd 
more satisfactorily. 

Another farmer in the _ neighbor- 
hood, A. R. Carman, purchased three 
heifers in the Wisconsin Shipment 
and since then has had two addition- 
al heifers presented to him. George 
Cathey, another farmer in the com- 
munity several months after the Wis- 
consin shipment secured the assis- 
tance of the county agent in getting 
a good pure bred Holstein male from 
the State Agricultural College at. 
Manhattan. 

So as a result of the activities of 
six members of the Riverside Boost-

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ers 4H Club the county has seen 
Riverside community increase its 
dairy population in less than three 


years from practically no good dairy 


cows to 26 pure bred and high grade 
females and 2 pure bred bulls. We 
believe that this community will 
prove to be a leading dairy com- 
munity in Cheyenne County as the 
county comes to realize more _the 
value of diversification, especially 


along the line of milking more and 
better COWS. 


CALF CLUB WORK IN IOWA 
Boys and girls of 52 Iowa counties 


have 624 Holstein senior calves in 
new dairy calf clubs started this 
year. A summary just recently com- 


piled shows the growth of this junior 
activity. In 1926 there were new 
clubs organized in 49 counties with 
578 calves. The previous year simi- 
lar clubs were started in 30 counties 
having 339 heifers; in 1924 new 
clubs were organized in just 22 
counties, less than one-half the num- 
ber this season, and four years ago 
there were only 241 new calves. 


Since dairy calf clubs in this state 
are conducted on a three-year basis 
the youngsters starting with a senior 
calf and following through three 
seasons with her until she is in milk, 
a large number of the 1926 and 1925 
heifers are still being retained by 
Iowa dairy club members in addition 
to the new ones that have been en- 
rolled this year. This year there 
are 6 counties that have never had 
Holstein clubs before. There are 3 
counties that organized clubs in 1926 
that are being continued this year 


but did not organize additional 
groups. 
Kossuth county has the largest 


Holstein club in the state. They have 
33 grade Holsteins and 6 pure breds. 
Fayette county has the largest num- 
ber of calves enrolled in a club but 
12 of their total of 47 calves are 
bulls. Fayette county has the largest 
pure bred calf club in Iowa with a 
total of 47 animals. Bremer county 
has the second largest pure bred 
Holstein club with 30. 


Of the 624 Holstein calves enrolled 
this year 442 are pure breds and 
182 are grades. This is an increase 
in the number of grade calves over 
last year and a decrease of the pure 
breds taken by the youngsters. On 
the face of it this seems a bad con- 
dition since one of the objects has 
been to encourage the boys and girls 
to use better live stock. However, 
those most closely connected with

from club work in New Jersey. 
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club work believe that this is an in- 
dication that the breeders have been 
receiving for their pure breds prices 
on a higher plane generally this year 
than they did last and, as a conse- 
quence, figures asked for calves sold 
to club members have been higher. 
This prevented a number from get- 
ting pure breds which they might 
otherwise have bought, but it repre- 
sents a healthier condition in the 
Holstein business as a whole in the 
state. 

In some places where pure bred 
Holstein heifers were sold last year 
for $75 the same sort of individual 
this season will bring from $100 to 


$125 a head. 

In each of the 52 counties the 
boys and girls fit their calves for a 
local county’ show. The season 
finally closes with a state club show 
held at Waterloo during the Dairy 


Cattle Congress the last week of Sep- 
tember.- Last year there were 108 
Holsteins shown at the state club 
show and 105 head shown this year.

market is at hand. Upon the milk 
production of the next six weeks, says 
the statement, depends the future of 
eastern producers’ markets. Every 
known method of securing maximum 
milk production must be used, it is 
pointed out, and every quart produced 
will be needed.

HERDSMEN’S SHORT COURSE AT 
AMES 


Young men who would like an op- 
portunity to spend the winter months 
(January 2 to March 16) preparing 
themselves to qualify for something 
better should be interested in the 
Winter Livestock Short Course of- 
fered at Iowa State College at that 
time. This course is known as the 
Herdsmen’s Course and consists of 
two winter quarters’ work which may 
or may not be taken during consecu- 
tive winters. 

The Herdsmen’s Course has been 
found to fill a very definite need for 
the farm boys of the middle west 
who do not feel that they can spare 
more time to take the longer col- 
legiate or non-collegiate course in ag- 
riculture. It has attracted an ever- 
increasing number of very fine boys 





from over a rather wide area during 
the last few years. One year as 
many as thirteen states and Canada 
were represented by students en- 
rolled in the course. 


During the last few years 
has been an ever-increasing 
of students taking the dairy cattle 
work in the Herdsmen’s’ Course. 
The first winter quarter’s work for 
the dairy cattle men offers courses 
which include: Feeding and Man- 
agement for Dairy Cattle, Dairy Cat- 
tle Breeds, Judging Dairy Cattle, sup 
plemented with Veterinary Medicine, 
Farm Crops and Soils, and Testing 
and Judging Dairy Products. The 
above courses constitute a_ well- 
rounded-out course in itself. 


Many new cow testing associations 
are being organized in Iowa and ad- 
joining states and the success of the 
work is largely dependent on the 


there 
number 








type of men employed as testers. 
One of the chief objects of the above 
mentioned course is to help train 
men to take up this line of work. 
This is the only course of its kind 
offered at Ames with this end in view 
and it occurs at a time of the year 
when men and boys can best leave 
the farm. 


Upon the satisfactory completion 
of this first quarter’s work the men 
are qualified technically to take 
charge of cow testing associations 
and quite a number go into this line 
of work. Others who complete the 
work in the Herdsmen’s Course re- 
turn to the home farm to put new 
ideas into practice in the care and 
management of their own herds and 
flocks. There also exists an especial- 
ly strong demand for the services of 
these men as herdsmen or assistant 
herdsmen for breeders or large com- 
mercial dairymen over the country.

tion were issued from the Washing- 
ton office, by President E. M. Bailey, 
and Secretary A. M. Loomis, today. 

The American Dairy Federation 
has been in existence four years 
working to unify the efforts of the 
closely related lines of activity mak- 
ing up the entire industry. These 
have grown so rapidly in the transi- 
tion of dairying from a farm home 
occupation into a highly organized 
technical and manufacturing indus- 
try that differences have been over- 
shadowing mutual interests until this 
conference body was organized in 
December, 1923. 

Hon. Frank O. Lowden of Illinois 
was president for two vears. E. M. 
Bailey of Pittsburg succeeded him. 
“Under this leadership.” the _ state- 
ment says, “‘the Federation work has 
been to direct the branches of this 
industry toward minimising their 
differences and toward the _ funda- 
mentally sound policy of developing 
the stability and prosperity of the 
dairy farmer, and the production of 
the essential raw materials of high- 
est quality. A second and subsidiary 
activity has been of a legislative 
character, supplemented by keeping 
the administrative divisions of the 
government closely in touch with the 
progress, the problems’ and_ the 
wishes of this great and growing in- 
dustry.” 

“The fourth annual meeting will 
bring together official delegates from 
seventeen national “associations, un- 
official delegates and visitors from 
most of the other newer branches 
of the jndustry, .review progress, and 
prepare for continued work on what- 
ever lines these delegates may decide 
as most important.”

To most individuals the dairy in- 
dustry means a bottle of milk on the 
doorstep in the morning, or a pound 
of butter or slice of cheese at the 
grocery store, or a dish of ice cream, 
or the equivalent of these on the 
hotel or restaurant table. 


Collectively this and other affili- 
ated activities make up one of the 
most stupendous businesses ever de- 
veloped in the history of the world. 
Nearly one-haif the arable land area 
of the United States is used for the 
feeding and handling of dairy cows. 
There are 25,000,000 of them. The 
farm value of their product is well 
upward of two billion five hundred 
million dollars each twelve months. 
To these dairy cattle are fed annually 
three quarters of the hay and forage 
produced in the United States. 

The hay alone that they eat is 





valued at almost a billion dollars. 
Baled in the ordinary hay bales it 
would make a pile two city blocks 
wide, twice as high as the Washing- 
ton monument and more than twenty- 
eight miles long. These bales placed 
end to end would encircle the earth 
13 and a fraction times. Besides this 
they eat corn fodder and ensilage in 
voluminous quantities. 

These dairy cows, most of them, 
and when handled by good dairy 
farmers, eat grain every day in the 
year. Consumers make this neces- 
sary for they want plenty of cream. 
This grain consumption is one of the 
substantial foundations of the per- 
manence of American agriculture in 
the breed and general sense. It 
amounts in one year to the unthink- 
able total of one and three-quarter 
billion dollars, farm value. It amounts 
to approximately one half the total 
amount of grain produced on All 
American farms. 

Not only do these cattle produce 
two billion five hundred million dol- 
lars worth of milk and farm made 
dairy products, but they also produce 
at least 5,000,000 animals for the 
beef supply of the country, and prac- 
tically every one of the veal animals 
sold, upwards of 15,000,000 each year. 
Without this contribution to the 
meat supply the United States would 
be either on a prohibitive level of 
meat prices, or else causing an im- 
port balance in meats which would 
danger our foreign trade balances. 
Our heavy leather is in part depend- 
ent, and the light leather trade al- 
most entirely dependent on this sup- 
ply. . 

Three and six-tenths per cent of 
the dairy products are used in ice 
cream. But on this apparently small 
base there has grown and developed 
an industry amounting to a half bil- 
lion dollars of sales per vear, with a 
plant equipment of upwards of three 
hundred million dollars. 


One billion seven hundred million 
pounds of butter are made, and five 
thousand butter factories require 
plant and equipment costing from 
one hundred to one hundred fifty mil- 
lion dollars to safeguard cleanliness, 
insure sanitation, and produce the 
high quality product required in this 
country of high standards of living. 

It is the boast of the fluid milk dis- 
tributors that they deliver a pint or 
a quart of milk on every doorstep in 
the United States every morning, be- 
fore breakfast, as cheaply as Uncle 
Sam delivers a half ounce letter. 

In the field of specialized machin- 
ery, it is doubtful if there is another 
as large and highly specialized field 
in all the realm of machinery manu- 
facturing. One and a half million 
dollars worth of sample machines 
were shown in the last National 
Dairy Industries Exposition. There 
is no phase of chemistry, bacteriol- 
ogy, hygiene, metallurgy, scientific 
measurement, mechanics or. engi- 
neering not drawn on to the utmost 
in this field. 

The whole field of transportation 
is used to facilitate, speed up and 
sdfeguard the distribution of these 
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products and the whole field of mer. 
chandising made use of to get the 
dairy products to the consumer, Ag 
a whole the industry ranks as one of 
the few in which free and unlimiteg 
competition exists, and all prices are 
made in open competitive markets.

Current activities of interest which 
will be considered include discussion 
of the program of research in dairy 
industry problems which is_ being 
asked from the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, including the request for 
approximately $100,000 additional ap- 
propriations for the study of dairy 
eattle breeding and _ nutrition, re 
search in the technical problems of 
ice cream, cheese and dry milk pro- 
duction ard of milk plant manage- 
ment and fluid milk distribution, and 
for laboratory equipment and addi- 
tional cattle for experimental pur- 
poses at the Government Experiment 
farm at Beltsville, Md. 

Participation in the World Dairy 
Congress to be held next June and 
July in Great Britain, will also be 
considered. An official government 
delegation, and _ official delegates 
from the associations will probably 
be recommended. Steps wili also be 
taken to endorse the two big tourist 
parties already being formed to at- 
tend this industry congress.

INTERNATIONAL BREEDERS’ SALE AVERAGES $203 


This must be considered a reasonably satisfactory average in view of the 
fact that there were no high priced animals in the sale and only a sprink- 
ling of cows with records or from tested dams. The sale was made up for 
the most part of a very creditable lot of what might be called commercial 
dairy cattle which the New York market is now demanding but with enough 
entries that were undesirable to lower the average to the figure given. The 
shortage of good cattle in New York State was clearly reflected in the 
character of this sale and the entire offering was taken by New York State 
buyers, the leading contenders on the better class of offerings being Kings- 
ford Farms, Oswego; McLaury Brothers, Portlandville; Blount Lumber Com- 
pany, Lacona; Sam Barber, Scottsburg, and others. The top price of the 
sale was $525 for the yearling bull, Weaverdale Ormsby James, a son of 
K P O P 34th out of a 936-lb. three-year-old. This bull with a little more 
size would have made the going rough for almost any senior yearling out 
this year. He was consigned by George H. Weaver, Watertown, N. Y., and 
purchased by George F. and Addison Chesbro and B. F. Moyer, Phoenix, 
New York. If this bull develops as he promises, he may be seen later with 
the Oswego County show herd. Kingsford Farms, Oswego, took the top female 
in the sale in May Pontiac Bodora, a granddaughter of King Korndyke Hen- 
gerveld Ormsby consigned from the herd of V. Schneible & Sons, Rome, N. Y.. 
at $500. Here is another show ring prospect that would have topped many 
of the aged cow classes this season. A close second among the females 
was Eco-Sylv Alcartra Lady, a 19-lb. two-year-old daughter of Alcartra King 
Sylvia out of a 27-lb. three-year-old daughter of Champion Echo Sylvia Pon- 
tiac, the next dam being a 30-lb. daughter of Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac. 
This was perhaps the best bred female in the sale. She was consigned by 
Everett O. McClure, Heuvelton, N. Y., and purchased at $475 by Henry Buhrig, 
Canastota, N. Y. McLaury Brothers, River Meadow Farms, Portlandville, 
were the heaviest purchasers in point of numbers and dollars as well, taking 
li head for a total of $2,650. They were contenders on practically all of 
the really desirable cows in the sale. Kingsford Farms also secured a total 
of 5 head for $1,615. The Blount Lumber Co., Lacona, who are developing 
one of the good herds of the east, were also contenders on most of the tops 
and secured nine head for a total of $2,145. S. W. Barber, Scottsburg, bought 
7 head for $1,970, his purchases including several rare bargains in developed 
cows, among these being Prescott Segis Veeman from the consignment of 
A. D. Foster & Sons, Bloomfield, Ontario, at $410. This cow has a 31-lb. 
four-year-old record and is out of a 25-Ib. daughter of 32-lb. dam, and backed 
by creditable records all the way on both sides. 


The selling was ably handled by Gene Mack as auctioneer, with S T 
Wood in the box and Ward Stevens assisting.

1,000 pounds of buiter, and in turn a 
daughter of LaVerna Lincoln, a 1,310- 
pound cow, has been leased for use 
in the herd. His sire is a son of 
Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King, 
out of Beauty Girl Pontiac Segis, 1,- 
100-pound three-year-old and former 
world record daughter of King Segis 
Pontiac Count. Another young bull 
being used is a son of King Segis 
Pontiac Count, out of Star Watson 
2d, 1,000-pound daughter of Sir Jo- 
hanna Fayne. This bull is exchanged 
with the Colorado State Reformatory 
at Buena Vista, King Pontiac Par- 
thenia Champion going to that insti- 
tution for a brief stay. From this 
herd came the All-American aged 
cow of 1924, Zwingara Segis Clo- 
thilde. 

The senior sire in service at pres- 
ent at Willow Springs Farm is a son 
of Glen Alex King De Kol, out of a 
good daughter of Colantha Sir Korn- 
dyke Clothilde. Tracing thus to the 
foundation line of breeding of the 
Maryland Farms of Michigan,- this 
sire has exerted a great influence on 
the Colorado lines of breeding, par- 
ticularly among the smaller herds of 
the state, Paul Pattridge, manager 
and part owner of the Willow 
Springs herd which is located in the 
foothills of the Front Range of the 
Rockies near Morrison, has figured 
up that 76 of his sons are doing serv- 
ice in seven western states and 
Mexico and the bull has nearly sixty 
daughters practically all of which 
are in the home herd. 

This bull whose dam is a grand- 
daughter of Colantha Johanna Lad 
and the four nearest dams of whose 
sire average over 43 pounds in seven 
days is a show bull. He has won at 
the Western National at Denver and 
through his sons in service in many 
herds is transmitting some very good 
type. 

The junior sire is a son of the 
Woodmen herd sire, King Pontiac 
Parthenia Champion, and out of a 
cow with a ten-months record of 
over 816 pounds of butter and 22,500 
pounds of milk. These sires are see- 
ing service on a herd of eighty-five 
head where the selection of good in- 
dividuals has been faithfully prac- 
ticed and where some_ semi-official 
and C. T. A. work is constantly going 
on. 

The Willow Springs Farm is owned 
by a company headed by Arthur 
Ponsford, prominent Denver attor- 
ney. In addition to the Holsteins, 
registered Hampshire sheep are bred. 
The ranch comprised several thou- 
sand acres. 

It is perhaps a bit too early to 
write the story of Diamond K Ranch. 
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It is still in the formative state as 
far as its Holstein operations go. The 
show herd under O. L. Ward has 
been out on the Mountain state cir- 
cuit with excellent results, as the 
World has reported from time to 
time. But the real breeding program 
is not yet under way and the 285 
head of pure bred Holsteins that 
have come under the Diamond K 
banner as a result of the combining 
of several breeding establishments 
near Denver, represent many lines of 
breeding and as in all large herds of 
this kind many classes of individual- 
ity and production. 

But the story of the beginning of a 
great breeding establishment may be 
set down here and with it the state- 
ment of Frank E. Kistler, the owner 
of Diamond K Ranch that he is am- 
bitious to have the best that can be 
produced in live stock and believes 
that in no way can he contribute 
more to the welfare of Colorado and 
the adjoining states than in this line 
of endeavor. 

Diamond K Ranch comprises over 
20,000 acres. In the midst of the 
property, Mr. Kistler has built a 
magnificient home and now to house 
his dairy cattle, comprising Hol- 
steins and Milking Shorthorns, he 
has just completed one of the finest 
dairy barns in the entire country. 


This barn has the distinction of 
being built by oil well engineers and 
operators, who had not one bit of 
previous experiences with this type 
of construction but who, almost 
miraculously one might say, have 
achieved a distinct triumph in dairy 
barn construction. The main barn 
houses one hundred head of milking 
females in stanchions. It is of the 
monitor type of construction and pro- 
vides nearly fifty per cent more light 
and ventilation for each animal than 
is required under modern building 
standards. Concrete floors and man- 
gers with wood frame construction 
feature this effort of oil men to pro- 
vide comfort for dairy cows. A 
modern milk receiving room _. of 
enamel tile will provide opportunity 
for the production of clean milk for 
wholesale markets. 


There are provisions for a limited 
number of cows on test in adjoining 
barns. A full complement of outside 
buildings in keeping with the main 
dairy barn gives Diamond K one of 
the most complete plants in the dairy 
world. It will be ready for occupancy 
the first of December. A gravity 
water system with a 20,000 barrel 
reservior situated far up on a hillside 
overlooking the plant gives the whole 
establishment plenty of pure water 
and fire protection. A Dutch wind- 
mill is to be placed atop the reser- 
voir. 

The buildings are the work of J. 
S. Raymond, an experienced oil field 
operator, who had charge of the 
work, assisted by H. A. Sprowls, a 
geologist and Alex Hudson, an oil 
field electrician. They achieved a 
real dairy center despite lack of 
previous acquaintance with the re- 
quirements of the bovine world.

ALL BULLS IN CRAIG COUNTY, 
VIRGINIA, NOW PUREBRED 


Cattle-breeding operations in Craig 
County, Virginia, are now on a 100 
per cent purebred-bull basis follow- 
ing a systematic and aggressive cam- 
paign to eradicate the scrubs and 
grades. A cattle survey made 11 
years ago revealed that the county 
had no purebred bulls whatever. 
The subsequent rise from zero to 
100 per cent is largely the result of 
systematic extension work and a 
progressive sentiment for better live- 
stock by farmers of the county. 
Bulls Number 41—All Registered 

Purebreds 

An official count on October 26 
showed the county to contain 414 
purebred bulls all of which are reg- 
istered. The final check-up was con- 
ducted by W. O. Martin. County 
Agent: L. I. Case, Animal Husband- 
man of the State Extension Division, 
and D. S. Burch, of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


Beef cattle predominate in the 
county. Of the 41 purebred bulls 27 
are Herefords, 12 Shorthorns, 1 an 
Aberdeen-Angus, and 1 a Guernsey. 
The cattle population of the county 
is approximately 5,000 head, and. 
though for a long period the region 
has produced good market livestock, 
improvement in the quality of cattle 
has been especially marked during 
the last few years. 

Craig County is the second in the 
United States and the first in Vir- 
ginia to eradicate all scrub and grade 


bulls. The first county to reach that 
goal was Union County, Kentucky. 
which disposed of its last inferior 


bulls early in 1926. 


Livestock Industry Diversified 

Although Craig County is scarcely 
half the size of the average county 
in the State, its activities in live- 
stock production cover all the prin- 
cipal classes of animals, including 
sheep, swine. horses, goats and poul- 
try in addition to cattle. The pro- 
duction of lambs is an important in- 
dustry, rivaling cattle raising. Tur- 
key production is likewise a promi- 
hent feature of the county’s agricul- 
ture. 

Other counties in the State have 
been striving for the same purebred- 
Sire goal under systematic agricul-

Market Returns for Well-Bred Stock 
Are Impressive 


Much of the success of Craig Coun- 
ty in eradicating scrub and grade 
bulls is attributed by County Agent 
Martin to the good market prices re- 
ceived for young stock sired by pure- 
bred bulls used in recent years. 
One. breeder stated that his purebred 
bull, costing less than $150, had al- 
ready sired more than 75 calves. 
These calves brought, on the aver- 
age, $10 per head more than calves 
sired by a former grade bull. He es- 
timated that the purebred bull, which 
is still in service, had already earned 
more than five times its original cost. 
Other instances likewise have im- 
pressed cattle owners of the county 
with the value of carefully selected, 
purebred herd sires. 


MORE HONORS COMING FOR 
NORTH PLATTE HERD 
W. P. Snyder, superintendent of 
the North Platte Sub-Station of the 
University of Nebraska, in comment- 
ing on the story of their herd that 
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appeared as a feature in our issue of 
October 22 states that there will be 
no need of our retaining the attrac- 
tive cut of ten 1,000-lb. cows in this 
herd for future use, because by the 
end of the year he will be able to 
send another one showing twelve 
1,000-lb. members of their herd. The 
picture is already made and they 
are only waiting for the two heifers 
to finish and they promise to go over 
the mark easily.

One cannot travel far in this goog 
old U. S. A. without finding a beauty 
spot; it may be large or small—ngj.

On many 
whose daily meal ticket depends on 
the work of the cow was heard to say 
with an oath, “What foolishness over 
the bones of an old cow!” Those 
who realize that the cow is truly “the 
foster mother” of the human race and 
the extent her products contribute 
toward the welfare of humanity, all 
say she deserves it. We often won- 
der who will be first to produce a 
greater cow—will it be in the herd 
that was her former home where sev- 
eral animals of her blood lines are 
carrying on; also where the breeding 
and developing of show type and 
heavy producers is rapidly becoming 
a highly developed art—or will it be 
in some now obscure herd whose own- 
er or manager is putting forth his 
best efforts along the right lines? We 
will venture a guess that the 40,000- 
lb. cow (milk) will be a reality with- 
in three years.

His sire is a blue 
ribbon son of K P O P from the 1,- 
981-lb. and 41-lb. cow, Lady De Kol, 
with a record at three years of 1,- 
010.48 Ibs. butter, is a daughter of 
Miss Mutual Rose De Kol who sold 
at the 1926 National Sale for $3,500, 
and she is a 1,000-Ib. fat daughter of 
the great cow, Rose De Kol Wayne 
Butter Boy, only 1,200-lb. cow with 
two 1,200-Ib. daughters. 





’ Bditor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


In a recent editorial on the Herd 
Test you comment on the fact that 
Class C which was started as a farm- 
ers’ class has as yet been used very 
little. 

It seems very plain to me why this 
is the case. I believe it will be the 
same with any new classes unless 
some change is made in the system of 
giving publicity to the lower classes. 


Breeders who wish to test for their 
own information can get the best re- 
sults through a cow improvement as- 
sociation. If breeders go into Ad- 
vanced Registry work it is because of 
its advertising value. 


At present, little has been done to 


give any advertising value to good 


records in the lower classes. 


When 600-lb. butterfat records are 
compared with 1,000-lb. to 1,600-Ib. 
records they are at a great disad- 
vantage unless the public is educated 
to the difference in conditions under 
which the various records are made. 


The requirements for the _ ten 
months’ test are 85% of the yearly di- 
vision and Class C requirements are 
90% of those for Class A and B. 


Take for example the recent world’s 
record made by Daisy Aaggie Orms- 
by 3d of 1,286 Ibs. fat and 33,140 Ibs. 
milk. Does anyone suppose she could 
have made that record had she been 
run in Class B on three-times-a-day 
milking? Could she have made 85% 
of that record in the ten months’ di- 
vision? Could she have made 90% of 
her record in Class C? I believe the 
answer is “No”. 

The advertising value of records to- 
today is placed on the large records 
where profitable milk production and 
the producing of a calf is sacrificed 
for sake of making a sensational rec- 
ord. 

fouldn’t some system of rating rec- 
ords be devised that would give credit 
to cows making records in the various 
classes? Part of credits to be based 
on the production and part on repro- 
duction. I believe the advantage 
should lean toward the lower classes 
rather than to Class A because it is 
the farmers’ cow we wish to develop. 

Such a system of rating would be 
educational.
